THE BURIAL OF A RUSSIAN” 
. CHILD AT PEKING. 


A REPLY TO THE DALTA AGENCY'S 

Pay . ASBERTIONS.: 

We published’ soma little timd ago a’ 
circumstantial story circula! by the 
Dalta Agency in Peking, conosrning the 
refusal o Bishop Tnnocent of the Russian 
Orthodox Church to bury the child of Mr. 
and Mrs, Tujilin, We observe that the 
Peking ‘correspondent of the Peking and 
Tientain Times has had an interview with 
Bishop Innocent. on the subject and he / 
writes :—Tho followin, facta are of con-« 
siderable interest and show to what extent .

dox Church in China show, was well con- 
versant with the fact that there were two’ 
Russian cemeteries in Peking. 
the ‘one close to the Cathedral there’ is a 
second one which has existed for more , 
than two hundred years. People of all, 
nationalitios were allowed to bury theix - 
doad in that cemetery, by: si apy. securing 
permission fromthe police, e naturally 
supposed that Mr. Tujilin, who muat have 
been ‘aware of this fact, would immedi-."

The British public has naturally taken 
great interest in the War Criminals’ 
trials thet have been “held in Leipzig, 
The. war is not:yet so far behind as to 
enable us to be indifferent to’ the trials 
of men who ‘inflicted innumerable: brut- 
alities upon our defenceloss soldiers in 
German priser camps, But it was: not 
possible for the Press at home to give: 
more’ than slender actounts of the 
Leipzign proceedings, wod hence the 
judgment of the British public has been 
influenced more by the leniency of. the 
penalties than by the’ merits of the 
triale, This should not be so. The 
‘trials were fnr more important than the 
santences. In my opinion it is very 
dssirable that our public should form a 
fair judgment, of the Leipzig trinls.. ”
